story of death threats against a 
key witness was laid before the 
Senate war investigating commit­ 
tee today as it pressed an inquiry 
into allegations that Senator Bilbo 
(D-Miss.) reaped benefits from 
his relations with w ar contractors. 
George Mender, c o m m i t t e e 
counsel, said the witness is Ed­ 
ward P. Terry, form er secretary to 
Bilbo. 
Meador said the commit­ 
tee has been unable to learn his 
whereabouts since last Saturday 
and that efforts to subpoena him 
have been unsuccessful. 
Terry until last January was 
Bilbo’s secretary and constant of­ 
fice associate, although he carried 
the title of clerk of the Senate 
committee on District of Columbia 
affairs. 
Afraid To Testify 
A letter was read into the rec­ 
ord, addressed to Chaiitnan Mead 
(D-N. Y.) and signed with Terry’s 
name. 
Dated December 2, it said that 
an anonymous person telephoned 
him at Meridian, Miss., the night 
of November 26 and told him 
“that should I participate or take 
any part in connection with the 
investigation of Senator Bilbo that 
my wife and daughter would pay 
with their lives.” 
It said that on October 31 a like- I 
wise anonymous caller told him 
“ I would pay with my life” if he 
had anything to do with an inves­ 
tigation of Bilbo then going on in 
Mississippi. 
In view of these facts “and 
especially the fact that the lives of 
m y wife and daughter have been 
threatened,” the letter asked that 
he not be called to testify.

Dutch To Spend 
3 Years On Peak 
To Locate Stars 
(ZP) Newsfeatures 
Amsterdam— With the 
African 
sun right over their heads, yet by 
the fireside all the year through, 
two Dutch astronomers with their 
wives w ill soon be working, 9,000 
feet above sea-level, in the lonely 
interior of the British colony of 
Kenya, to fix the exact position of 
the stars. 
They are Dr. G. Van Herk, and 
Lieut. W. H. Van Zadelhoff, who 
will carry on the work, left off by 
a Dutch expedition in 
1932. 
For 
three years they will be 
taking 
astronomical observations. 
The expedition, originated with 
the Leyden observatory, is spon­ 
sored by international science. 
“ We chose this place, 
because 
observations have to be taken as 
near the equator as possible,” Dr. 
Van Merk said. “ In bright weather 
the sun at noon will be right over 
our heads, yet it will be so cold as 
to compel us to have a fire all the 
year.”

HOTEL BLAZE 
CAUSES BARED 


Old Buildings And Tse 
Of Combustibles 
Are Blamed 


Old AAA Traveler Now 
Touring The Southland 


Washington— Old buildings and 
the u.se ol combustible decorating 
and acoustical materials in mod­ 
ernizing hotels are to 
blame for 
the wave of hotel fires which add­ 
ed more than IOO lives 
to their 
toll in Saturday’s blaze 
at 
the 
Winecoff Hotel in Atlanta. 
That is the opinion of Dr. S. H. 
Ingberg, physicist and chief of fire 
resistance 
investigations 
at 
the 
National 
Bureau 
of 
Standards 
here. 
The Atlanta conflagration fol­ 
lowed two hotel fires last 
June 
which took a toll of 80 lives. Dr. 
Ingberg believes that the use of 
wood and non-fire resistant syn­ 
thetic materials 
in 
tile 
hotels, 
combined with the failure to en­ 
close stair and elevator shafts, is 
to blame for the death toll of fires 
which has totalled more than 200 
persons in 
three 
hotels 
within 
seven months. 
Describing the Winecoff Hotel 
as the same type of structure as 
the LaSalle 
Hotel 
in 
Chicago 
where 69 persons lost their lives 
in a fire in June. Dr. Ingberg said 
neither of the hotels had the en­ 
closed stair and elevator 
sh a fts 
required by modern building cod- 
e>. 
The hotels were built before the 
codes included this requirement, 
and the codes have not been made 
retroactive. One benefit Dr. Ing­ 
berg foresees from the shocking j 
hotel fires 
recently 
is 
making j 
building codes 
apply 
to 
hotels j 
constructed 
before 
requirements J 
are made effective. 
Under the codes, fireproof doors { 
and partitions prevent 
the 
rapid j 
spread of fire through many stor- I 
ies of a building in a few minutes 
by flames racing through elevator 
shafts or stairways. 
In the LaSalle fire, combustible 
lini.-hes were found to have aided 
tile fire 
Dr. Ingberg warns that ' 
combustible finishes or acoustical ' 
materials are a major fire hazard 
in hotels. Wood arid other non-fire ' 
resistant materials are being used j 
in modernizing and acoustical in­ 
st;.nations iii hotels either because 
they are cheaper or more readily 1 
a v udable. 
Dr. Ingberg termed the 
hotel 
lire deaths “ an aftermath of the 
tendency ti) newer, 
combustible] 
finishes of wood 
or 
synthetics.’’ 
Highly fire retardant materials are 
available for decorations, finishes1 
and acoustical units, 
ire pointed 
out. 
in installing new finishes, dec­ 
or.mons or 
acoustical 
material. 
Dr. Ingberg warned against leav­ 
ing a space between walls and new 
installations. This space aids the 
spread of fire. 
Fresh 
paint, 
suggested 
as 
a 
factor iii the Atlanta blaze, would 
only be dangerous if actual paint­ 
ing were going on. A film of raw 
paint is much more combustible 
than after it has been on a month. 
because the 
volatile 
substances 
used to thin paint are a fire hazard 
fur only a short time. But 
paint 
can be dangerous in case of fire 
for 24 hours after applied. 
"A n y change 
of 
construction 
brings fire hazards,” Dr 
Ingberg 
said, adding that many hotels are 
underoing postwar 
improvement 
now. 
He said it was doubtful if the 
National 
Bureau 
of 
Standards 
would conduct an investiation of 
the Winecoff Hotel 
fire, 
though 
the Bureau made one of the L a ­ 
Salle Ii r<*. 
The 
federal 
govern­ 
ment has no power over fire con­ 
ditions which are regulated by the 
state and city governments, 
but 
the Bureau of Standards 
makes 
tests and establishes standards for 
fire prevention.
